DDENTIFES MAN 
HELD AS SUSPECT 
IN HUDSON ATTAEK 


Man Brought From Omaha od 
Graves Told Him He Had 
Trouble With Woman Teacher. 


Alven H. Nichols, % years old, of Dal- 
las, Tex., who was brought from 
Omaha, Nev., last night by Marshal 
Knickman of Webster Groves, at police 
headquarters today identified David 
Graves as the man who told him about 
having had trouble with a woman 
named Hudson at Webster Groves, two 
days after Mrs. Burd Hudson had been 
slashed in the throat by an unidenti- 
fied man as she was going home about 
8 p. m. 

The attack upon Mrs. Hudson was 
made Wednesday night, Jan. 26. 

According to Nichols he reached St. 
Louis the following Friday on his way 
to Aurora, Neb., to investigate the death 
of an Alven Nichols, who left an estate 
of $50,000. He thought this might be his 
uncle, Alven Nichols. At Union Station 
he ynderstood a clerk to say the train 
for Nebraska left at 10:01 when in fact 
it left at 9:01. 

Thinking he had plenty of time, Nich- 
ols strolled down Market street and at 
Seventeenth street met a man who said 
his name was David Graves. He asked 
for a dime to get something to eat and 
then admitted he wanted it to buy a 
drink to “drown his sorrows.” He be- 
came confidential and told Nichols he 
had had trouble with a woman named 
Hudson in Webster Groves. At that 
times Nichols knew nothing of the at- 
tack on Mrs. Hudson and asked no more 
about the trouble. 

Nichols missed his train, but as he left 
St. Louis the next afternoon he picked 
up a copy of the Post-Dispatch in the 
smoking car and read that Graves had 
been arrested on suspicion. He then re- 
called what Graves had told him and 
upon arriving in Omaha told a police- 
man. He talked to Marshal Knickman 
over the long-distance telephone and 
later wired a description of Graves. He 
was then ordered held as a witness. 
Today Nichols picked Graves out from 
among a group of four prisoners. 
Graves, after hearing Nichols’ story, 
said it was untrue. 


BRITISH TRAWLER 
REFUSED AND 10 
TEPPELIN IN SEA 


Abandoned More Than 20 Men 
Floundering in Water for Fear 
of Capture.

GRIMSBY, Feb. 4.—One of the crew 
of the King Stephen. which has reported 
having passed a Zeppelin floundering in 
the North Sea, Wednesday, gives the 
following account of the wreck: 

“Just before daybreak. Wednesday, 
the lookout’s attention was attracted 


by lights flashing at a distance. They 
appeared to be signals proceeding from 
a steamer in distress, but on going 
rearer to investigate we discovered a 
huge mass of wreckage on the water. 
We stood by until daylight, when we 
found that the wreckage was that of a 
large German airship bearing identifica- 
tion mark L-19. 
Cabins Under Water. 

“The cabins of the Zeppelin were un- 

der water and part of the envelope had 


portion above water, still floating with a 
good deal of buoyancy. On a raised 
platform on top of the envelope were 
seven or eight of the airship’s crew, 
who hailed us in broken English. 

The group on the platform soon in- 
creased as a number of other man came 
vp the companionway leading to the 
Elatform. 

We counted 22 Germans. 

Only Nine in Trawler’s Crew. 

“We carried a crew of only nine and 
had no weapons. The skipper felt that 
it would be injudicious to take the 
crew of the Zeppelin aboard, as the 
Germans outnumbered us, and he feared 
they would take possession of the trawl- 
er and bring it as a prize to Ger- 
many. 

“He therefore left the wreckage and 
proceeded in search of a British naval 
vessel, to which he reported the occur- 
rence.“

Military Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Major-Gen- 
eral Scott, chief of staff of the army, 
protested to the House Military Com- 
mittee today that Chairman Hay’s bill 
to increase regular army enlistments 
without creating additional regiments 
was not approved by army officers be- 
cause it was desirable from every mil- 
itary point of view to organize the army 
on the basis of tactical divisions. 

To do that, he said, additional regi- 
ment should be organized to give proper 
proportions of infantry,, artillery and 
cavalry. 

Revised drafts of the War Depart- 
ment plan were submitted to carry out 
recommendations of the War College. 

Gen. Scott reiterated that the best 
military policy was universal training. 
He urged the continental army as an es- 
sential feature of preparedness. 

Interested in Munition Plants. 

“Is it true,” asked Representative 
Littlepage, Democrat, of West Virginia, 
“that certain army officers are draw- 
ing pay from the United States Govern- 
ment and at the same time are finan- 
cially interested in private munitions 
plants in this country?” 

“I imagine so,” replied the General. 
“though there is nothing on file to 
show it.” 

Do you know of a single case where 
a retired army officer is selling mu- 
nitions to the United States?“ asked 
Representative Kahn, Republican, of 
California. 

“I do not,” said the General.

“While the President is preaching 4 
aoctrine of excitement and fear.“ said 
he, and civic and industrial organiza- 
tions of the country are being turned 
into vehicles to frighten the people into 
an unreasonable preparedness, I do not 
have much hope for consideration of my 
plans.” 

Explains Military Service Bill. 

Senator Saulsbury of Delaware ex- 
plained his bill to compel civic service 
employes to volunteer for military duty. 

Twenty-five thousand men, or more 
than ane-fourth the present tota, 
strength of the standing army, are aeed- 
ed to insure adequate protection of the 
Panama Canal, Brigadier-General Clar- 
ence R. Edwards, commanding the canal 
garrison, told the Senate Military Com- 
mittee yesterday. 

Fixed fortifications, no matter how 
strong, cannot guard the zone, Gen. Ed- 
wards said and without a mobile army 
to back them up, the guns already there 
are a source of weakness, not strength. 
He declared the jungle on parts of the 
zone would be more of a protection than 
a hindrance to an approaching enemy. 

“But this is fer from all,“ he added. 
“At a distance of from 17 to 20 miles 
from the axis of the canal on the Pa- 
cific side, the country is not only free 
from jungle and the ordinary tropical 
growths, but it is as open as are parts 
of New Mexico and Lower California. 
There an enemy is offered every facil- 
ity for landing mobile troops and reach- 
ing by easy marches the vitals of the 
canal—the firaflores and Pedro Miguel 
locks. The most casual reflection by 
any military student familiar with the 
facts should show that we must never 
let an enemy approach within 10 miles 
of the locks. 

Would Train Employes, 

“The contemplated permanent force 
of civil employes is from 2000 to 2500 
whites and 10,000 blacks. In the event 
of war likely to involve the canal, it 1s 
probable that many of them would vol- 
unteer. I recommend legislation, there- 
fore, that shall require all male civilian 
employes of the canal of suitable age 
and physical condition to obligate them- 
selves to volunteer and in preparation 
for this to offer themselves for a period 
of at least two months’ training during.

Convention Demonstration, 


It became known today that Mrs. Car- 
rie Chapman Catt's visit to St. Louis 
next Wednesday will result in arrange- 
ments by which suffragists will try to 
get the Democratic national convention 
to place an equal suffrage plank in its 
platform. The convention will be held 
at the Coliseum in June. 

Mrs. Catt, who is president of the 
National American Woman’s Suffrage 
Association and of the International 
Woman's Suffrage League, was in Chi- 
cago today. She said St. Louis mem- 
bers of the league were making ar- 
rangements for a parade of women in 
St. Louis when the Democratic conven- 
tion is in session. 

While in Chicago Mrs. Catt began ar- 
rangements for a similar demonstra- 
tion in Chicago in June, during the Re- 
publican national convention. The suf- 
fragist leader hopes to have both parties 
adopt he equal suffrage plank. 

St. Louis members of the league ad- 
mitted that they hoped the parade 
would impress the Democrats with the 
cause of votes for women. 

National suffrage headquarters will be 
opened in St. Louis and Chicago days in 
advance of the national conventions, 
and suffragists from all parts of the 
country have pledged themselves to visit 
Chicago and St. Louis to participate in 
the demonstrations. 

St. Louls suffragists said the full ma- 
chinery of their campaign would be 
used in bringing pressure to bear upon 
the Democrats, and they were hopeful 
that it would result in their carrying 
their point.

a warship auxiliary. Mr, Bryan’s ruling 
was most unsatisfactory, not only be- 
cause he ‘eft unsettled the question of 
the ultimate ownership of the Farn, but 
also in that his ruling reversed the es- 
tablished policy of the United States 
against the legality of the conversion 
of merchant ships into warships on the 

high seas. 

The Farn left Cardiff for Montevideo 
Oct. 5, 1915, with 3000 tons of coal, was 
captured oy the German cruiser Karls 
ruhe and made to accompany that 
cruiser as a collier under the contro’ 
of a prize crew. Jan. 12, the prize crew 
put into San Juan for provisions. While 
provisioning, British warships appeared 
in the vicinity, making it highly dan- 
gerous for the prize crew to take the 
Farn out. The German Government 
asked for her internment as a prise; 
the British Government requested its 
immediate release. 

Secretary Bryan’s Ruling. 

Mr. Bryan replied: 

It appears obvious that a belliger- 
ent may use a prize in its service 
and that the prize thereby becomes 
stamped with a character dependent 
upon the nature of the service. it 
is upon this view of the case 
that the United States Government 
concluded to treat the vessel as a 
tender, which character accords with 
her presumed service to the German 
fleet. 

The Farn was given 2 hours to leave 
port and failing to do so, was interned 
as a German fleet auxiliary. 

Mr. Bryan's doctrine, that the status 
of a vessel in a neutral port is deter- 
mined by the character of the service 
in which it has been engaged, even 
though it be an adjudicated prize, was 
a novel one in international law—in fact 
his ruling was made contrary to the 
recommendations of the Neutrality 
Board of the United States, composed 
of James Brown Scott, former Solicitor 
of the State Department; Capt. H. 8.

without being obliged to pay any duties, 
charges or fees to officers of the ad- 
miralty of the customs or any other; 
nor shall ‘such prizes be arrested, 
searched or put under legal process 
when they come to or enter the ports 
of the other party.” 

Old Treaty in Operation. 

In so far as this treaty provision has 
not been modified by any of the Hague 
conventions to which Germany and the 
United States are mutually signatory, it 
is undoubtedly in operation. The Ger- 
man Government has admitted it to its 
own loss in the case of the William G. 
Frye where is assumed the obligation 
to pay for cargo which, in the absence 
of the treaty, would not have existed. 

The United States cannot consistently 
avail itself of the benefits of this treaty 
while at the same time attempting to 
escape its burdeas, so long as those ob- 
ligations do not involve a violation of 
the modern concaptions of neutral con- 
duct. 

While there has been a tendency on 
the part of ‘neutrals to deny belliger- 
ents the right to bring prizes into their 
ports on the ground that such action 
may be rendering actual benefits to one 
or the other belligerent, the question is 
not one that is clearly fixed, nor does 
it seem, in view of the treaty, that the 
United States is compromising its neu- 
trality by such action,

Museum Envoy Gave Every- 
body Something, Even Those 
Who Were Not Ailing. 


Specia'! te the Post-Di 
CAMBRIDGE, Mase eb. 4.—How he 


used epsom salts as a foundation for 
lasting friendship in one of his African 
adventures is related by Dr. Frederick 
W. Wusin, who has been in Africa in 
the interests of the Agassiz Museum at 
Harvard. | 

Dr. Wulsin says he made friends with 
Ruito, a tribal chief, by liberally dosing 
him with calomel and quinine. In this 
way he got extra porters to help carry 
his supplies. 

“Ruito appreciated the medicine 80 
much, however, Dr. Wulsin continued, 
“that all his sick people came to me 
for treatment. There were hundreds of 
them. Perhaps half were incurables 
and two-thirds of the others could only 
be cured by long care in a hospital. 

“However, all had to get something, 
so a clinic was organized under a tree, 
with a bucket of epsom salts, a bucket 
of permanganate, vaseline, gum oil or 
Worcestershire sauce and a couple of 
husky porters to apply the remedies. 

“Epsom salts was prescribed for any- 
thing inside, permanganate for anything 
outside, vaseline for the faith cure, and 
gum oil and ‘Worcestershire sauce for 
those who had nothing the matter with 
them. 

In that way we finally were allotted 
70 extra porters to carry our food sup- 
plies.“ 

Dr: Wulsin also tells of a Madagas- 
car “‘flivver” with all the virtues of that 
luckless machine except motor power 
It is called the Filanzana, is an institu- 
tion pecullar to Madagascar, and con- 
sists of a chair, seat and back, between 
two long parallel poles, thé whole car- 
ried by four men.

THOUGHT TO BE DYE BASIS 


St. Louisan Expects to Build Plant in 
Texas as Final Test of 
Experiments. 

AUSTIN, Tex.. Feb. 4—If R. W. 
Hockaday of St. Louis, Mo., succeeds, 
the wood of the osage orange or bois 
d’arc, which grows profusely in some 
parts of Texas and Oklahoma, may be 
used for the manufacture of dyestuffs. 
Recent chemical tests are said to have 
proved the value and possibilities of tiis 
wood as a dye-producing material. The 
process of extracting the coloring fluid 
is simple, Hockaday says, and the yield 
is so abundant as to make the proposi- 
tion unusually attractive, particularly 
in view of the existing high prices of 

dyestuffs. 

It is the purpose of Hockaday and tre 
men who will be associated with him iu 
the enterprise to build a plant for the 
manufacture of the dyestuffs at Dallas 
or some other point in Texas.

The first of these deeds was filed at 9 
a. m., aJn. 2% It was executed by 
Henry R. Crawford and Bila M. Craw- 
ford, his wife, Aug. 15, 1915, and conveys 
to J. E. McDavid for $1000 the north- 
west half of lot 5, block 24, in the vil- 
lage of Raymondville, 10 miles north of 
Hillsboro. The second deed was made 
Sept. 1, 1915, and filed at 10 a. m., Jan. 
2). It conveys to William H. Wallis of 
Yanesville, for consideration of $1 a 
number of pieces of property, among 
them being listed the lot described in 
the deed to McDavid. 
The refusal of Crawford’s wife to allow 
a reporter to see Crawford, who has 
been in seclusion at his home for more 
than a week, on the ground that he was 
dangerously ill, made it impossible to 
necertain whether there had been a mis- 
take in describing the property conveyed 
by one or both of these deeds. Miss 
Gordon seemed to know nothing about 
it. 
$600 Deal With Widow. 

Another transaction under investiza- 
tion is that of Mrs. Susan Kessinger, a 
soldier's Widow, who let Crawford have 
$600 she saved from her pension.

The records show Crawford bought 
the property in his own name and later 
sold it to Mrs. Mary G. Ware. 


Erasure on Records. 

A transaction that has caused consid- 
erable wonder in the office of Hugh 
Hall, Circuit Clerk and Recorder, dates 
back to 190 and involves an erasure of 
the records. May 13, 1905, John F. 
White borrowed 32000 from George W. 
Paisley, giving a deed of trust on a 
prominent business corner in Hillsboro 
tc secure his note. Carwford acted as 
the agent in this transaction. 

The records, book 14, page Sil, show 
this deed of trust was released Oct. 7, 
1905, when, White says, the obligation 
was paid. White did not get the note 
and was surprised a short time ago 
when a Springfield, III., bank asked him 
tu take some action relative to paying 
the note, which the bank said it held as 
collateral for an unpaid obligation of 
Crawford. 

Upon investigation White found an 
erasure in the record. Ihe books in 
which deeds of trust were recorded at 
that time had no marginal space for the 
record of release. A special book was 
provided for that purposé and it was 
customary when a trust deed was re- 
leased to mark it with a rubber stamp, 
reading: For release see book 
page —, the numbers of the book 
and page being filled in with ink. 

Such a stamp upon the Recorder's 
copy of the deed of trust securing 
White's $2000 note had been erased with 
a penknife... The erasure was rought, 
und some of the red ink still showe.! 
where the stamp had been. The Re- 
eorder looked up his release record and 
finding the release there, again stamped 
It is stated by a friend of 
White that White has recovered this 
note, Crawford having sent other col- 
lateral to the Springfeild Bank to take

Steele 
says in his opinion that the courts have 
uniformly held the intermingling of ne- 
groes and whites is fraught with dan- 
ger, and that it is a legitimate exercise 
of the police power of a municipality 
to separate their places of residence. 

The Supreme Courts of Kentucky, Vir- 
ginia and Maryland have rendered such 
decisions, Steele pointed out. In the 
Maryland decision the court held t 
would invalidate the ordinance if it at- 
tempted to disturb present occupancy, 
but Steele disagrees with this. 

Steele contends the city may disturb 
the present occupancy of negroes or 
whites, if it has power to forbid future 
occupancy by either.
